In response to the Final Office action dated 05/18/2005, applicant argues: 

(1) Bandhauer fails to teach or suggest that a "wrapper includes a plurality of interface Description Language (IDL) 
compliant interfaces" [p. 12, lines 3-12]; and 

(2) The is no motivation to modify the alleged APA with Bandhauer [p. 12, lines 13 - 22]. 

In response to argument (1), examiner respectfully disagrees and submits that the proxies [wrappers] include 
nsllnterfacelnfo objects [IDL compliant interfaces; p. 3, lines 4 - 20 and p. 2, lines 6-16]. 

As to argument (2), examiner respectfully disagrees and submits that Bandhauer discloses putting Interfacelnfo 
information (generated by the xpidl compiler) into a non-compiled XP file format because this is a minimal footprint solution at 
the cost of requiring some platform specific assembly code for marshalling params and dispatching calls from C++ to JS and 
from JS to C++ [p. 1 , line 9 - p. 2, line 4]. The Interfacelnfo contain information about XPCOM interface described in the IDL 
description and Bandhauer discloses using the Interfacelnfo information to provide minimal footprint. 
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
